He told of the days of “ rough etuff” 
and “raw work” when an alderman 
failed to deny a charge he would steai a 
hot stove, and when the late Charies T. 
Yerkes calied legisiature leaders to him in 
ananteroom. He indicated his belief that 
the morals of the companies have not 
changed materially since that day. 


Merriam Assails Legislature. 

Ald. Merriam sailed into the legislature 
for robbing Chicago of home rule. He 
branded the passage of the public utilities 
act asan act of piracy. Then he devoted 
himself to a compact argument for mu- 
nicipal contro! of public utilities, “ home 
tule,” as it is called in Chicago. 

Mayor Harrison went him one betteron 
this score. In fact, he led the entire pro- 
gram of speakers in his open deciaration 
for public ownership of public utilities.

increasing number of American munici- 
palties, and this year.

Goes Back to “Slavery” Days. 

“The length to which public utilities 
are willing to go for the sake of profits,” 
Mayor Harrison said in discussing the 
“old days,” “‘ was seen in the days when 
they were masters and the people were 
Slaves, In the mad chase they over- 
reached themselves. 

“Even an American public with all 
ite indifference, with all its monumental 
Patience, with all ite proverbial long 
Suffering, finally rose in ite might and 
Seserted itself as master. 

“While the utilities have tempered 
their methods to the new public atti- 
tude, profits are as eagerly sought as 
ever. High finance may not be quite so 
&trogant, so self-assertive, so ruthless 
as in the days when captains of industry 
Were in their flower, but it would be a 
bold man to assert that devious methods 
have been abandoned, that altruistic 
Methods have been permanently substi- 
Mted in their stead.” 


Fling at Utilities Commissions. 
Mayor Harrison then went into the 
“personal equation” of regulatory 
, no matter how they are created. 
He asserted that commissions from the 
time of their creation have been influ- 
‘ced by this personal equation and 
Spoke of the Lilinois Utilities commission. 
“Now, to my way of thinking.” he con- 
tinued, “ state control is better than no 
Sontrol. Local control is better than 
Mate control. It may not be scientific 
t let each community grapple with its 
babe problem, but this ie the method that 
brings resulta

Date Is Announced After 
Lone Conference of 
Wilson and Bryan, 


REBELS TO TAMPICO, 


Washington, D. ©. Nov. 18.—Mondayg, 
Nov. 28, was fixed tonight as the date 
for the evacuetion of Vera Crus by the 
American forces. 

Secretary Bryan issued this announce- 
ment: 

“ Both Gen. Carranza and the conven- 
tion at Aguascalientes having given the 
assurances and guarantees we requested, 
it is the purpose of the administration to 
Withdraw the tnoope of the United States 
from Vera Crus on Monday, Nov. 23. 

“ All the persons there for whose per- 
@onal safety this government has made 
itself responsible have left the city. The 
Priests and nuns who had taken refuge 
there, and for whose safety fears were 
entertained, are now on their way to this 
country.” 


Follows Long Conference. 
This statement was given out after a 
long conference between Mr. Bryan and 
President Wilson. It apparently was re- 
ceived with surprise in some official quar- 
ters, the gemerai understanding having 
been that the evacuation might be delayed 
indefinitely pending reports upon the 
alignment of the various Mexican chiefs 
in the latest civil] war,

George Duddleston, former member of 
the board of education and alderman of 
the old Eleventh ward, now the Hight- 
eenth, was found dead earty last night 
in his residence at 115 South Throop 
street, 

At 9 o’dlock Dr, P. J. Rowan of 1218 
West Adams street telephoned the first 
report of the death to the coroner’s office. 
He said Duddleston had committed sui- 
cide by shooting himself in the mouth. 
The report was concluded by the re- 
quest that the coroner hold the inquest at 
| 10 o’clock thie morning at the residence 
and the family be allowed to keep the 
body at the house. Dr. Rowenand mem- 
bers of the family refused all further in- 
formation. 


Police Inquiry Blocked. 
Police were ordered by the coroner's 
office to obtain a report on thedeath. De- 
tectives reported the family hed refused 
vo talk and they were abie to obtain only a 
meager account. 

“The cause of Mr. Duddieston’s death 
is a delicate question that I cannot speak 
about,” was the answer given over the 
telephone by ea man who sald he was a 
member of the family, but refused to give 
his name.

Contraband Cargoes, Unless 
Sold to Nation at War, Can't 
Be Seized, U. S. Says.

~The atate department at the present | 
time is giving ciose attention to the ques- | 
tion of American neutrality, especially | 


as related to Great Britain, in the matter 
of sea faring commerce. 

Although Great Britain has steed. ts 
number of American vessels, laden with 


contraband and destined to neutral ports, | 


it has satisfied itself thus far that each 
one of them was properly consigned and 
‘Hot subject to prize court action, and has 
Teleased all. 

» During the last few days, however, the 
state department has received many in- 
quiries from shippers who are anxious for 
an exact statement regarding the rights 
@xisting between the United States and 
dither neutral countries during the Euro- 
pean hostilities. 


Rights of Neutral Ships. 
Briefly stated, they are these: 

Neither Great Britain nor any other 
combatant has any right, under inter- 
national custom, to condemn ship- 

ents of any kind, contraband or 

e dtherwise, if destined to a neutral 
port and not consigned for trans- 
ehipment to the enemy. 

If Great Britain or any of the com- 
batants can prove, by conclusive evi- 
dence, that cargoes consigned to neu- 
tral ports are really intended to be 

 transshipped to the enemy, without 
breaking bulk, those cargoes are liable 
to seizure and subject to the action of 
“@ prize court. 

All of the combatants have the right 
to confiscate shipments of contraband 
consigned to enemy ports. If the con- 
traband comprises more than one-half 
of the cargo of the vessel, under the 
terms of the declaration of London, 
the vessel as well as the cargo is sub- 
ject to confiscation. As the declara- 
tion was never officially approved, the 
confiscation of vessels carrying con- 
traband to enemy ports is now a mat- 
ter for prize courts to determine. 


i Sea Rule Century Old. 

The doctrine of continuous voyages, 
which bears more largely than any other 
on shipments from one neutral country 
to another, was first laid down by Great 
Britain before the American colonies ob- 
tained their independence. 

‘The United States, however, has car- 

d that doctrine further than any other 
eguntry. During the civil war United 
States armed vessels enforced the doc- 
trine of continuous voyages vigorously 
and United States prize courts condemned 
many cargoes which were proved to be 
destined to the confederate government. 

J.ikewise, Great Britain enforced the 
déctrine during the Boer war, when both 
Aimerican and German vessels were sus- 
pected of carrying supplies destined to 
the Boers to neutral South African ports, 
fiom which they were to be reshipped to 
the Boers.

commercial value of live stock in this 
country 25 per cent. F. A. White of Ar- 
mour & Co. said he did not think the 
American people wished to run the risk 
of continuing the infection of this disease 
in our meat supply. 

Dr. 8. E. Bennett, in charge of the Chi- 
cago Office of the bureau of anima! indus- 
try, sent out blanks to his field inspectors 
which are in the nature of promissory 
notes to be issued to the farmers. 

Text of Notes. 

These notes are as follows: 

“I hereby agree to accept as compen- 
sation in full from the United States, in

account of the existence of contagious 
foot and mouth disease.’’

This was decided at today’s session of 
the federation, when a resolution to ap- 
point such a committee was defeated. 

Insurgency has developed in the gar- 
ment organization against the adminis- 
tration. : 

More than 50,000 workers in New York, 
Chicago, Baltimore, and Boston are said 
to be involved in the troubles of the union. 

Mother Jones, now 83 years old, deliv- 
ered a stirring address, in which she told 
of the strikes in West Virginia, Michigan, 
and Colorado. 


“This Old Woman Scared ’Em.” 

She told how she had witnessed the 
burning of Trinidad, Colo., a year ago, 
with the attendant battle between the 
strikers and the militia and private 
guards. She told how she had been ar- 
rested by the militia of Colorado, adding, 
“And this old woman scared h——1l out 
of the whole bunch.”’ 

She told further how she had talked with 
Villa, the revolutionary leader of Mex- 
ico, at El Paso at the time of the Colo- 
rado strikes. 

“I wish to God," I sald to him, “ you'd 
come over into this country and clean up. 
I have $65 with me; it’s yours if you do.’’

The delegates dropped business tonight 
and participatedina parade givenin their 
honor by the trade unionists of Philadel- 
phia and neighboring towns.

I had told his majesty some stories 
about King Edward which amused him, 
and also one about his father, which he 
had not heard, as follows. The old King 
Christian of Denmark was intensely 
democratic and wished it known that all 
his subjects had the right to approach 
him. This was inconvenient, because in 
his walks he would sometimes be pes- 
tered by beggars. Accordingly, without 
the monarch’s knowledge, measures were 
taken so that ordinarily he was left un- 
molested.

The genius 
does not know that he is so objective and 
engrossed and oblivious of self. Heis un- 
conscious of his virtues, does not even 
account them virtues; he is merely him- 
self; he is simple and single minded by 
nature; he cannot understand any other 
attitude toward things. He loses himself 
and finds himself—in other men or in the 
things he makes his own. Finally—-and 
this is a third essential trait—the genius 
looks for beauty, not ugliness; good, not 
evil; merit, not defect, for he knows that 
the essence of anything lies in its best 
rather than in its worst sides, in its 
strength rather than in its @veakness. 
There is much in the theory—and in the 
work—that is attractive and ingenious. 
But it cannot be said that the author has 
carried us very far toward the solution of 
the problem of genius. His definitions 
would hardly cover certain personalities 
whom the world regards as geniuses—— 
Carlyle, for example, or Napoleon. It is 
easy to say that this or that man is nota 
genius because he does not look for the 
best things in his fellows or in their works, 
but that begs the question. Again the 
Hamlet mystery remains as mysterious 
as ever in epite of the discovery that the 
prince was a genius and an idealist whom 
depravity and moral ugliness shocked 
and unsettled. If the situation was too 
terrible even for a genius, then what help 
do we get from the theory? If Hamlet 
was not enough of a genius to cope with 
eviland treachery and to allow for human 
weakness and brutality and lust, then the 
explanation of his ‘“ double failure” is 
really his lack of genius.

No doubt objectivity and love and un- 
selfish interest in a subject will generally 
be found in genius, but to say that genius 
is love is to commit a mistake akin to 
that of those who say that humor is truth. 
There is truth in humor, but humor is not 
truth. There is love and self-effacement 
in genius, but genius is something more 
than this. 
However, the book is brilllant and full 
of good things. The attack on Ibsen, who 
is lumped with Stirner and Nietzsche, is 
to be regretted and attributed to want of 
sympathetic understanding of a genius 
who does not readily come under the 
author’s definition.

All morning he had been 
dealing with the problems of children, 
just as he had dealt with thousands of 
them since 1908. A petition for the 
adoption of a child may be filed in any 
Circuit court, but all the other circuit 
jadges transfer such cases to Judge 
Pinckney’s docket, so that his is in every

way the court of the children. 


Some Orphans Needed at Home 

“We all agree,” he went on, * that 
s far as possible the children made 
fatherless and homeless by the war 
should be kept at home to help build up 
their respective fatherlands. To a large 
extent they hold the future in their 
hande. 

“But in Belgium already—anéd as the 
war continues it will be increasingly 
true in other lands—it will not be possi- 
ble to give proper care and proper rear- 
ing to many of the little ones. They will 
lose both parents, their homes and prop- 
erty will be destroyed, their surviving 
relative: will be overburdened, even the 
governments will be too busy with war 
to provide accommodations for their care. 

“We hear from eyewitnesses heart 
moving stories of small children found 
wandering about the country, terrified 
out of their senses, cut off entirely from 
relatives or even friends. We know that 
lundreds of thousands of refugees al- 
ready are swamping the resources of 
neighboring peoples. And'as the war 
goes on we know this strain and this 
great army of homeless women and cbil- 
dren will increase. 

“It seems to me the work which 
Tue Trisune has undertaken is a work 
of absolute necessity. 


Necessary for Certificate. 

“There are, of course, great difficul- 
ties in the way. It will be necessary to 
get the coperation and assistance of the | 
foreign authorities. It will be neces-| 
sary to secure a legal certificate from the | 
surviving parent, guardian, or next of | 
kin of each of the children who are | 
brought to the United States. 

“It may be necessary to secure some | 
modification or suspension of the rules | 
governing the admittance of immigrants. 
Before the courts will give a child to any 
family for adoption or even for a tem- 
pordty asylum they must be convinced 
the home is a proper one and that the 
child will be given proper care and edu- 
cation. That will require a considerable 
amount of expert preliminary investiga- 
tien, 


How Children Are Placed. 

“The Juvenile court act also provides 
that so far as practicable each child 
shall be placed in a family which belongs 
to the same religious faith as the parents 
@ the child. That will give an oppor- 
tunity for people of all religious faiths to 
give a home to children.of their own 
faith, and, perhaps, of their own blood. 

“The children brought from Europe 
will have to be properly clothed for the 
long voyage, avd they will require ex- 
ert care and attention from the time 
they leave Europe until and after they 
Mach Chicago. 

“There are great difficulties in the 
Way of the success of the plan, but the 
Mmergency which exists is still greater. 

“I do not believe that any official will 
tend on technicalities when the well 
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Belgian Children in America Make Good Yankees. 
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dren are concerned. And so I believe 
that the plan will succeed.” 

Meanwhile the letters from families 
in Chicago and all the country who 
are anxious to give temporary or per- 
manent homes to the war orphans, con- 
tinue to come in by the hundred. To- 
day a start will be made in sending 
out application blanks to be filled in 
by those who already have _ written. 
The number is so large that the work 
probably will take several days. But 
those who receive them greatly will 
facilitate matters by filling out the 
blanks and returning to Tue Trisune 
War Orphan bureau with as little de- 
lay as possible. 

As fast as they are received they 
will be classified and turned over to the 
yarious children’s home finding asso- 
ciations for investigation and report. 
Only those on whom the report is fa- 
yorable will be considered. 

A number of little groups of women 
have written to inquire what they can 
do in a quiet way to assist the plan for 
finding homes for the war orphans. It 
is certain that the children who are 
to come to America will neéd plenty 
of warm and comfortable clothing.

They Will Adopt, 


THEIRLIVES NOW EMPTY

This must be a tale without names. But 
it ie not without point. Why it is with- 
out names will bg obvious to those who 
read. The point is that the idea is worth 
emulating. 

Yesterday two bachelors announced it 
was one of the great desires of their lives 
to be surrounded by children. Neither 
bachelor knows the other and neither 
bacheior knew the other had confided 
this degire. Both are men of means and 
good position. Why they have not mar- 
ried and reared families of their own was 
not included in the confession but with 
one, at least, the answer is given in part, 
no doubt, by the fact that he has helped 
rear and educate younger brothers and 
sisters. They are now able to care for 
themselves. 


Sees Ragamuffins at Play. 

“On my way down to my office every 
morning I pass a school located in the 
poorer section of the city,’’ the bachelor 
said. “I look out of the car window 
to see the little boys and girls—ragamuf- 
fins, most of them—at pley in the dirt and 
the grime of the city. They bear every 
evidence of tenements’ malnutrition. 

“Perhaps because I have watched 
these youngsters daily and because I 
always have been much interested in 
children, I have been evolving a plan of 
my own. It is not philanthropic. It is 
too nearly selfish for that. I want the 
association of children. I do not believe 
any life is balanced without that asso- 
ciation. 

“My idea—and my hope—is some time 
to gather together a family of four or 
five boys and girls, get a nice home in 
one of the suburbs, employ a good, wise 
woman to take charge, and give those 
boys and girls an opportunity to play 
in clean dirt.

‘My thought, of course, is the adoption 
of a family.

CONVICT WOMEN 
IN MURDER CASE 


Jurors Find Pasqualine 
Forte, Daughter and Son 
Guilty of Slaying. 


LONG RECORD BROKEN, 


The apparent precedent laid down by 
Cook county juries by which eighteen 
women accused of murder have gone free 
in recent years was upset by a jury in 
Judge McDonald's court yesterday. 

After deliberating for only one hour and 
fifteen minutes, the jury returned verdicts 
finding Mrs. Pasqualina Forte of 980 Hope 
atreet and her 17 year old daughter, Anna, 
guilty of manslaughter in connection with 
the death of Antonio Morasco, a former 
suitor of the girl. Pasquale Forte, 21 
years old, a son, was found guilty of mur- 
der for the same crime Morasco was 
beaten to death with a hatchet in front of 
the Forte home on the morning of April 


29, 1918. 


Son Given 14 Years. 

The son’s punishment was fixed et four- 
teen years in prison. The punishment of 
the women was not specified by the jurors, 
but under the law the court may sentence 
them to the penitentiary from one year to 
life. If they are sent to the penitentiary 
they will be the first to go from Chicago 
in recent years on a charge of taking 


human life. 


trial before Judge Petit on Oct. 5 and 
after deliberating for seventy hours the 
jurors reported they were unable to agree 
and were dismissed on Oct. 12. The second 
trial resulted in the verdict of guilty. 
Mrs. Forte and her daughter received 
the verdict calmly. Attorney Francis 
Rorelli entered a motion for a new trial, 
but a date for the hearing was not set. 
The court refused to release the defend- 
ants on their old bonds of $10,000 each 
and they were taken to the county jail. 


Sees Women Deterred from Killing. 

“ Without referring to the merits of this 
particular case, it is refreshing at least 
to find that there are twelve men who 
are willing to believe that a woman may 
be guilty of murder and, if so, should be 
punished for it,” said State’s Attorney 
Hoyne. “For years women have been 
committing murder left and right and 
juries have been turning them loose just 
asfast. : 

“ This probably will act asa deterrent to 
other women who have murderous desires, 
Probably théy will think twice before 
they take human life.” 

“Tt was a surprise verdict to every- 
body,” said Mr. Borelli. “The attitude 
of the prosecutor was the same as at 
the first trial and I do not think that any 
higher court will uphold such a verdict.

SUFFRAGISTS TO 
HONOR DR, SHAW 


Nashville Convention WII Re- 
elect Leader: No Limit on 
Amendment Work. 


POLITIGAL PLANS ALL SET. 


[By a Staff? Correspondent.] 
Nashyille, Tenn. Nov. 13.—[ Special. }— 
Three important questions, which had 
caused more or lese friction among the 
members of the National American Wom- 
an association in convention 
here, were setiied today. 

By a vote of almost 2 to 1—104 to 100 to 
be exact—it was decided late today that 
the association's work before congress 
during the coming year shall not be lim- 
ited to efforts for passage of the Bristow- 
Mondeli suffrage amendment to the fed- 


e Lae tution. 

; am earlier session it was declared 
by: @ decisive*majority that the asso- 
clation’s congressional committee shall 
mot conduct ™ blacklist" campaigns 
againet candidates in any state without 
the consent of the suffrage associations 
in that state. 

The foregoing propositions are admin- 
istration policies and have the hearty sup- 
port of Dr. Shaw and of Mrs. Medill Mc- 
Cormick, who sponsored them. 

Dr. Shaw to Be Re-elected. 

The third question to be settled was the 
presidency of the association. At8o'clo” 
tonight, the time limit for registration 
of candidates for the presidency, there 
was found to be no opposition to Dr. Anna 
Howard Shaw and she will be reélected 
by acclamation. 
There had been considerable opposition 
to Dr. Shaw, but the only woman who 
appeared to have a chance to win was 
Mrs. Desha Breckenridge of Kentucky. 
She refused absolutely to seek the office. 
The question of the “ blacklist ” policy 
took up a great part of the day. The 
discussion was resumed after yesterday's 
failure to settle the question. That the 
women considered it one of the grave 
questions to be decided was indicated by 
the number of women who wished to talk 
on the subject. When Miss Jane Addams, 
who was presiding, finally put an éfid to 
the discussion eleven members were on 
the floor asking to be heard. 


Resolution on Blacklist. 

Regarding the “ blacklist " campaign, 
the following resolution was adopted: 

“That machinery for congressional 
work be established for carrying out sug- 
gestions made by the congressional com- 
mittee when approved by the majority of 
the state associations in the state con- 
cerned. : 

** That the congressional committee give 
out information and suggestions for con- 
gressional work in any state only through 
the machinery established for congres- 
sional work by the state associations or 
the majority of state associations of that 
state, who shal! determine how this ma- 
terial shall be used. 

“When the majority of various state 
associations in a state cannot agree on 
some plan of ocodperation for establish- 
ing such machinery for congressional 
work, the congressional committee shall 
not enter into the state for such work.” 

Consideration of the legislative meas- 
ures was fixed as a special order of busi- 
ness in the afternoon session. Much of 
the opposition to the administration plan 
of working before congress for other 

es beside the Bristow-Mondell 
resolution came from the “ state rights ”’ 
suffragists. 
. Harriet Stanton Blatch of New 
York, one of the leading champions of the 
one legislative measure plan, presented 
the initial motion “that the Shafroth 
amendment be not proceeded with by the 
national association in the next session 
of congress.”’ 


For Anthony Proposition. 

A substitute motion, offered immediate- 
ly by Mrs. Raymond Brown of New York. 
declared that “ it is the sense of the con- 
vention that the policy of the national 
association shall be to support by every 
means within its power in the futurejas 
in the past, the amendment known asthe 
Susan B. Anthony amendment; and, 
further, that we support such other legis- 
lation as the national board may author- 
ize and initiate to the end that the Susan 
B. Anthony resolution may become law.” 

Mrs. Barton Jenks of Rhode Island 
moved to strike out the last sentence of 
Mrs. Brown’s substitute. 

“My idea of the object of this associa- 
tion,” Mre. Medill McCormick of Chicago 
said, “is that we want te pass national 
legislation to give women the ballot. 
Among the ways open to us to obtain 
the votes are to secure the passage of the 
Bristow-Mondell resolution, which is 
simiiar to the resolution drafted fifty 
years ago by Susan B. Anthony, and 
which requires ratification by thirty-six 
states to become effective; to pass the 
Shafroth amendment, which provides for 
submitting the suffrage question to the 
voters of each state through initiative 
petitions, and to go before state legisila- 
tures for amendments of the state consti- 
tution 

“The Shafroth amendment ts designed 
to asaiet the states to give women the bai- 
lot by going around the state legislature. 
The more suffrage states we have the 
easier it will be to pass the Bristow-Mon- 
| dell amendment.” 

Supports Shafroth Law. 

Argument in behalf of the Shafroth res- 
olution was made by Mrs. Antoinette 
Funk of Chicago, a member of the con- 
gressional committee. She appealed to 
the delegates not te tie the hands of the 
ommittes. 

Miss Margaret Dobyne made a motion 
which, ‘if passed, would have prevented 
the publicity department of the congres- 
sional committee from continuing in Chi-

Peace Advocates Victorious, 
Federation to Circulate 


Petition Against 
Strife.

Springfield, LiL, Nov. 13.—[{ Special. 
Tlinois clubwomen today adopted a fash- 
ion ideal. The new standard is “ sim- 
ple, becoming, and modest designs made 

in America.” 

Adoption of this standard concluded the 
convention of the Illinois Federation of 
Women’s Clubs in session here. The 
delegates were so busy considering such 
subjects as child labor, public health, and 
war thet fashion was almost forgotten. 

The original resolution indorsing the 
Fashion Art league of Chicago was read 
by Mre. Minne Starr Grainger of Bel- 
videre. 

Substitute Is Offered. 

Mrs. Francis D. Everett of Highland 
Park offered a substitute. 

“This federation should only express 
general principles,” she said. “We 
shouldn't bind ourselves to anything ape- 
cific, especially in the matter of style.”’ 
There was applause and Mrs. Everett’s 
resolution was passed by a unanimous 
vote. It follows: 

“ Resolved, That this convention, in 
full recognition of the rights and privi- 
leges of the individual, places itself on 
record as in favor of simple, becoming, 
and modest designs in woman's clothes 
and approves the movement for styles of 
dress designed by Americans.”’ 

One delegate pointed out after the meet~ 
ing that the resolution is so “ genera! ”’ 
that it will not prevent the most conscien- 
tious club woman from wearing Parisian 
creations if she chooses. 


Mrs. Zimmerman Elected. 

The report of the tellers showed that 
Mrs. Charlies H. Zimmerman of Chicago 
was elected president by a majority of 
four votes. Mrs. Zimmerman received 
298 votes, while Mrs. Howard T. Willson 
of Virden was credited with 289.. The 
other officers elected were: 

Secretary—Mra. George T. Palmer of 
Springfield. 

General federation estate secretary— 
Mrs. Frederick Dow of Chicago. 

Vice presidents—Mrs. Lambert C. Wile, 
Mrs. A. W, Sullivan, and Mrs. Inez Rogers 
Deach of Chicago, Mrs. Harry J. Stell of 
La Grange, Mrs. G. B. Gregory of Rock- 
ford, Miss Lillian Vertines of Bushnell, 
Mrs. Howard Uran of Kankakee, Mrs. 
Ada Glenn of Ashland, Mrs. George Levis 
of Alton, and Mrs. Lalu Parker of Vienna. 


Debate on War Resolution. 
The liveliest debate of the day was 
aroused by a resolution opposing “all 
war.” 

“I'm against the idea of peace at any 
price,”” said Mrs. Alice Bradford Wiles 
of Chicago. ‘“ Think of little Belgium 
defending itself. Are we opposed to that? 
Let’s say we are opposed to all wars of 
aggression.” 

“TI can’t accept the amendment,” Mrs. 
John Robina said. ‘* With an internation- 
al peace force, wars of any kind won't be 
nec ' Di 

“ Well, I know we won't let any nation 
walk over us,"’ asserted Mrs. Wiles. Her 
amendment was lost, 142 to 159. The reso- 
lution provides for the circulation of a 
**monster peace petition.” 

There was a division of opinion with re- 
spect to the “ umit system "’ of vocational 
training, but it was finally indorsed. 


Other Resolutions Adopted 
Other resolutions adopted were: 
Petitioning the legislature to abolish 

hanging and to substitute life imprison- 
ment or electrocution. 

Recommending a pension and insurance 
fund for school teachers. 

Urging that child labor under the age 
of 16 years be made unlawful. 

Indorsing the movement for the pres- 
ervation of Niagara Falls and protesting 
against the spoil banks along drainage 
canals in Illinois. 

Advocating that the tuberculin test of 
all cows in the state be made compulsory. 

Recommending that the various clubs 
cobperate in Red Cross work and also 
give aid to unemployed girls. 

One resolution aimed at polygamy was 
referred to the executive board for con- 
sideration. The measure originated with 
the Presbyterian church and calls on con- 
gress to pass a federal law regulating 
marriage. 

The 1915 convention will be held ip

IDENTIFIED BY A PORTER AS 
PULLMAN CAR INTRUDER. 


Ohioan Suing Company and Wom- 
an for False Arrest Again Is 
Picked Out as Assailant.

ROSENWALD AS 
STAR TAX DODGER 


LM. Walker Urges Jall Sen 
fence for Men Who Wil) 
Not Pay Assessments 


SPEAKS BEFORE SUFFRAGISTS 


' Julius Rosenwald was called “the big- 
gest tax dodger in Chicago ” by Assistant 
State’s Attorney Irwin M. Walker in > 
speech on “ Taxation” before 300 me~ 
bers of the woman's party of Cook evun- 
ty at a luncheon in :he Hotel La Salle 
yesterday. Mr. Walker said that for «uch 
violations as those he alleges were coim- 
mitted by Mr. Rosenwald the law should 
provide a jail sentence. 

Mr. Rosenwald was told over the tele 
phone that Assistant State's Attorney 
Irwin M. Walker said he ought to be in 
jail for tax dodging. 


Mr. Rosenwald Disagrees. 

“ That question is being settled in the 
courts,” sald Mr. Rosenwald “I have 
nothing to say. Naturally I don't agrees 
that I should be in jail.” 

“In 1911 Mr. Rosenwald scheduled 
$110,000 personal property,” sald Attor 
ney Walker. “In 1912, $125,000; in 1913, 
$500,000; in 1914, after State's Attorney 
Hoyne got behind him, he admitted hold- 
ing 147,701 shares of Searsa-Roebuck stock, 
valued at $25,100,170. For this violation 
he is now being prosecuted and the case 
is pending before Judge Owens. 

“The law provides a fine of not more 
than $200 for such a violations, That's a 
drop. in the bucket. We need a stricter 
law and also a jail sentence should be 
attached for such violations. 


Three Taxing Bodies, 

“ The three taxing bodies are the board 
of assessors, board of review, and board 
of equalization. 

“ No taxes are paid on bonds and mort- 
gages hidden in vaults in a multitude of 
cases. Stock in foreign corporations te 
more than $100,000,000 escapes taxation 
in Cook county. I challenge any member 
of the board of review to give a valid 
reason why this stock should éscape. The 
board of review ignored the fact that Mr. 
Rosenwald owned stock in foreign cor- 
poratione and other personal property in 
Cook county.”’ 


Rosenwald Assessment Cut. 

“In 1914 the board of assessors taxed 
Mr. Rosenwald on $2,500,000 and the board 
of review reduced it to $1,255,458. It is 
such tax dodgers that Mr. Hoyne is de- 
termined to force to contribute to the 
maintenance of schools and city revenues 
as they should. 

** There were 16,000 violations of the law 
in 1912-'13. A. Hess, a jeweler, has $12,000 
in personal property, according to reports 
of our field men. His schedule showed 
$275. He admitted his guilt. He said he 
paid a man five years ago, who agreed to 
‘fix’ things for him, ahd we find he was 
scratched off the tax lists. 


Instances of Graft. 
“We have cases of clerks in the offices 
of the board of review who have collected 


graft—as much as $150 in one case—to . 


scratch a name off the tax lists.” 

Other speakers were the Rev. Rowena 
Morse Mann, Mrs. Rose Rheinhardt An- 
ton of Calcutta, India; Stoughton Cooley, 
associate editor of the Public, Miss Helen 
Bennett, Miss Dorothy Meadows, and 
Louis P. Lochner, secretary of the Chi- 
cago Peace society.

Henry A. Berger, assistant state's at- 
torney, connected with the prosecution, 
advocated the passing of a law which 
would allow tax dodgers to be sent to the 
house of correction.
